LET’S GRUMBLE 
That mid-April deadline looms closer and closer. 
True, most Americans already have paid all their 
income taxes for 1967 — with payroll deductions, 
how could they have avoided paying down to the last 
painful penny? 
True, too, some many still owe, 
but even that will be only a fraction of the year’s 
total. 
Still, this is a time of reckoning: 
seeing in 
black and white just how much each of us paid 
last year to Uncle Sam’s support. 
What did it 
cost you — 20 per cent, 25, 30, 35 per cent, or 
even more? Certainly not less. Sad, sad, isn’t it? 
Now that you’re in the proper mood, you can re­ 
joice for a handful of multi-millionaires who don’t 
pay a cent of income tax — not last year, not this 
year, and almost certainly not next year. Most of 
them are persons who inherited their all, soaked 
every cent in tax-exempt bonds, and live off the 
interest. 
There are some who do just that. 
Perhaps you are one of the more affluent Amer­ 
icans who own corporation stock. If so, look at 
the annual report some time and see what a size­ 
able portion is set aside for income taxes - un­ 
less, of course, it’s stock in one of those favored 
companies which pay almost no taxes. 
A congressional survey in 1965 revealed, for ex­ 
ample, that 20 of America’s largest oil companies 
paid only 6.3 per cent of their aggregate incomes 
to Uncle Sam in income taxes. 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, in 1964, reported a 
net profit of $1,628,000,000, but paid only 4.9 per 
cent, and Standard of California got by on only a 
2.1 per cent tax on its nearly $400 million net 
earnings. 
Most corporations aren’t so lucky—or favored 
—for the Bell System was at the same time taxed 
32.5 per cent of its net earnings. General Motors 
and others probably paid even a higher percentage. 
Oil companies, you see, get the benefit of a “de­ 
pletion allowance,” literally a sharp tax reduction 
granted for the depletion (removal of oil) from 
their properties. The depletion allowance for oil 
happens to be 27 1/2 per cent. 
Isn’t that a laugh? Land bought or leased for the 
sole benefit of taking out its oil, then in effect 
paid for taking it out, with nothing to put back in 
that land. Only the farmer doesn’t laugh; he de­ 
pletes his soil to grow crops — depletes and re­ 
plenishes at a cost of perhaps 10 to 15 per cent of 
his income each year. It’s a matter of doing that 
or exhausting the land until it’s valueless. But for 
all that heavy putback, he doesn’t get a cent of de­ 
pletion allowance. 
That’s not all this depletion allowance does to 
America.* Ever wonder how oil companies can af­ 
ford to tear down a station in one block, then buy 
land and erect another in the next block? Ever 
think about how the big oil company station can 
crowd out the little independent with unfair com­ 
petition? 
Shucks, don’t worry, it isn’t costing 
those big companies; it’s only costing Uncle Sam 
—and you and me who have to make up for what 
those big companies don’t pay. 
So we humble Americans, grumbling at what we 
learn as we prepare for next April 15, can be 
proud of these monolithic — virtually monopolis­ 
tic — giants we are creating. 
Not proud, we fight, even grumble to our con­ 
gressmen and senators, not that that will do any 
good. Congress has corrective legislation offered 
in every session and refuses to pass it. 
Still, if enough of us grumbled loud and hard 
enough . . . .

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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
LET’S GRUMBLE 
That m id-April deadline looms closer and closer. 
True, most Americans already have paid all their 
income taxes for 1967 — with payroll deductions, 
how could they have avoided paying down to the last 
painful penny? 
True, too, some many still owe, 
but even that will be only a fraction of the year’s 
total. 
Still, this is a time of reckoning: 
seeing in 
black and white just how much each of us paid 
last year to Uncle Sam’s support. 
What did it 
cost you — 20 per cent, 25, SO, 35 per cent, or 
even m ore? Certainly not less. Sad, sad, isn*t it? 
Now that you’re in the proper mood, you can re ­ 
joice for a handful of m ulti-m illionaires who don’t 
pay a cent of income tax — not last year, not this 
year, and alm ost certainly not next year. Most of 
them are persons who inherited their all, soaked 
every cent in tax-exempt bonds, and live off the 
interest. 
There are some who do just that. 
Perhaps you are one of the more affluent Amer­ 
icans who own corporation stock. If so, look at 
the annual report some time and see what a size­ 
able portion is set aside for income taxes - un­ 
less, of course, it’s stock in one of those favored 
companies which pay almost no taxes. 
A congressional survey in 1965revealed,forex- 
ample, that 20 of Am erica’s largest oil companies 
paid only 6.3 per cent of their aggregate incomes 
to Uncle Sam in income taxes. 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, in 1964, reported a 
net profit of $1,628,000,000, but paid only 4.9 per 
cent, and Standard of California got by on only a 
2.1 per cent tax on its nearly $400 million net 
earnings. 
Most corporations aren’t so lucky—or favored 
—for the Bell System was at the same time taxed 
32.5 per cent of its net earnings. General Motors 
and others probably paid even a higher percentage. 
Oil companies, you see, get the benefit of a “ de­ 
pletion allowance,’* literally a sharp tax reduction 
granted for the depletion (removal of oil) from 
their properties. The depletion allowance for oil 
happens to be 27 1/2 per cent.

That’s not all this depletion allowance does to 
America; Ever wander how oil companies can af­ 
ford to tear down a station in one block, then buy 
land and erect another in the next block? Ever 
think about how the big oil company station can 
crowd out the little independent with unfair com­ 
petition? 
Shucks, don’t worry, it isn’t costing 
those big companies; if s only costing Uncle Sam 
—and you and me who have to make up for what 
those big companies don’t pay. 
So we humble Americans, grumbling at what we 
learn as we prepare for next April 15, can be 
proud of these monolithic — virtually monopolis­ 
tic — giants we are creating. 
Not proud, we fight, even grumble to our con­ 
gressm en and senators, not that that will do any 
good. Congress has corrective legislation offered 
in every session and refuses to pass it.

The second factor is the increasing use of “ Al­ 
pha,” or letter-prefix, plates, and this is causing 
some problems.
